and that the sending out of a body 
of police is possible in” order 
to see that nothicg untaward oc- 
curs on this side of the border.

Mr. Jacob Julius Thorman, an 
engineer, residing at Causeway 
Bay, is suing Mr. and Rfrs, S. Af. 
Elias van Castricum, late of No. 
Si, the Peak, now living in Kobe, 
Japan, in the Supreme. Court, 
before the Chief Justice aad a 
jary, as a result of a collision 
batween a motor-car and a motor- 
cycle at Deepwater Bay in March, 
lastyear. The action commenced 
this morning. . ‘

Mr. Eldon Potter (instructed 
by Messrs. Johnson, Stokes and 
Master} ia appearing for plaintiff. 
The defence is being conducted 
by Mr. FP.

Mrs. van Castricum was driving 
& motor-car, belonging to her 
husband, at Deepwater Bay on 
the afternoon 
year, and Mr. Thorman was riding 
a motor-cycle’* There was a 
collision, as a result of which 
plaintiff sustained serious in- 
jurtes. . “ 

Plaintiff alleges that the 
collision was caused by negligent 
driving on the part of Mrs. van 
Castricum. Thenegligence alleg- 
ed is driving at excassive speed, 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road, and not keeping a proper 
look out. Plaintiff also alleges 
that Mrs. van Castricom waved 
her hand on the left side and 
allowed the car to bear to the 
right, indicating to plaintiff (as he 
believed) that she required him to 
cross to bis right hand side of the 
road, and compelling him to crogs 
over to avoid collision. After 
plaintiff had started to croes, 
plaintiff alleges, defendant sud- 
dently turned the car to the left. 

Plaintiff claims that he has 
suffered injuries of a serious and 
permanent nature, and has suffer- 
ed great loss and has been put to 
considerable expense. . 

Plaintiff sets out his expenses 
as follows:—Hospital, $388, medi- 
cs] attendance, $425, Japansso, 
masseur, $93.50 ; damage to cloth- 
ing, loss of income, $2,400; damage 
to motor-cycle, $59. Plaintiff 
claims $10,000 damages. 

The defence. denies. the allega- 
tions of negligence, driving at ex- 
cessive speed, being on the wrong 
side and not keeping s proper look 
out, It is also denied that Mrs. 
Castricum waved ber band for 
plaintiff 10 cross over the road. 
The defence alleges that plaintiff s 
injuries were caused by his own 
negligence and default. Plaintiff 
was riding s motor-oycle and 
approaching the car on his 
own left band side of the road.

America any one may put opa 


wire on the roof and receive any- 
thing that is being broadcast with- 
out payicgs e'nickel.
